vehemently about our isolation should 
find particular interest in a dispatch 
recently that a contract has been let 
“urtder which an American concern has 
been engaged to construct four large

Yct, she tried to 
keep this country isolated by endeav- 
oring to prevent the construction of 
radio stations by American capitalists 
in China. 

The attitude of this govertiment 
with regard to the radio contract. il- 
lustrates our character of “isolation” 
policy. We court the friendliest politi- 
cal relations and the closes of com- 
mercial relations with every nation but 
we deny the right of any other nation 
to tell us what we shall or shall not 
do. We are accused of being unwilling 
‘to help other nations but in this in- 
Stance we have assisted in making 
possyble the construction of a radio 
station in Ch'na which will give that 
country direct communication with the 
Steatest, natiyn ca earth. By this act, 
we have contnttch to: aid’ Chita Dw 
improving he: <omestic ifairs and 
her tations with the od.c+ nations 
of the earth. 

We have been accused of unwill’ 
ingness to assume our proper -station 
as a great world power. In ‘this in- 
Stance our government has given its 
moral and legal backing to a concern 
that was undertaking in a proper way 
an eritirely proper enterprise in a for- 
eigi) country. We have demonstrated 
to Japan and Great Britain that we 
have no intention of vielding to them 
or to any other country any of the 
legal rights of American citizens.
